Anyone contemplating hunting 


„waterfowl this fall or during fu- 
ture season, may have to make a 
few changes in their hunting 
method. A major change being 
phased in is the switch to steel 
shot for all waterfowl hunting. 

Lead and waterfowl do not mix, 
especially where shot becomes 
concentrated, such as happens at 
popular waterfowl hunting areas. 
Shot ingested by the birds 
gradually results in lead poison- 
ing and death. To correct this utn- 
necessary loss of wildlife, 
regulations on waterfowl hunting 
will change over the next few 
years. This year, the 1986-87 steel 
shot zones will be expanded to in- 
clude all of Genesee, Wayne, Jef- 
ferson, Nassau and Suffolk 
counties (no exceptions). 

No longer will distance from 
water determine whether you use 
steel or lead shot when hunting 
waterfowl. The remainder of the 
86-87 steel shot area will remain 
the same as last year. Waterfowl 
hunting includes the family of 
birds labeled Anatidae (ducks, 
geese and brant) and coots (fulica 
americana). As of this time, a 
decision has not been made as to 
exact phase-in to use of steel shot 
for the rest of the state. 

Now that you are aware you 
will be shooting steel shot if you 
hunt waterfowl, there are some 
points for you to consider. The 
first item is that waterfowl 
populations are finite—waterfowl 
habitat is limited and in turn so 
are waterfowl populations. Con- 
sumptive use of birds shot must 
be maximized, wounding birds 
must be curtailed. Any waterfowl 
hunter, who doesn’t spend a little 
time and shot to perfect his shoot- 
ing ability, is not being fair to the 
resource. Practice with steel shot 
and learn: the differences. Some 
will adjust quickly, but most hun- 
ters will need some practice. 

Comparing ballistics, you will 
see that steel shot is about 30 per-

Question: The other day I was 
asked what the representative 
flora and fauna symbols are for 
New York State and I didn’t know 
the answer. Can you tell me what 
they are and a little about each 

Apsy, Following is a list of 
NY's symbols and a brief 
description of their status in New 
York: 

Beaver, the state mammal, the 
largest rodent in North America, 
the beaver has enjoyed an impres- 
sive comeback in this state. Once 
a native species in great numbers, 
they became almost extinct by 
1900 becuase of the fur trade 
during America’s colonization and 
New York’s extensive agricultural 
activity during the Tate 1800's. 
Through a complete ban on any 
type of harvest and through the 
use of trap and transfer techni- 
ques, the Conservation Depart- 
ment reestablisehd the beaver in 
New York. Today, a strong 
population exists and a yearly 
trapping season is allowed to help 
discourage nuisance problems and 
again provide an opportunity to 
harvest this valuable furbearer. 

Bluebird, the state bird, 
another species that once existed 
in great numbers, the eastern 
bluebird suffered a drastic decline 
during the’ first half of this cen- 
tury due to loss of nesting habitat 
and the use of pesticides. Today, 
this little songbird is making a 
strong comeback with the close 
regulation of pesticide use and the 
placement of thousands of nesting 
boxes by a variety of conservation 
groups, private landowners and 
the DEC.

The 
waterfowl hunter shoots at dif- 
ferent ranges and this makes 
practice more of a necessity. Judg- 
ing distances will be more critical 
when using steel shot. Some hun- 
ters may want to shoot more over 
decoys which will give them 
known distances for comparion. 
To retain the same hitting 
power, a waterfowl hunter will 
have to use two shot sizes larger 
for ducks and maybe three sizes 
larger for geese. There are addi- 
tional shot sizes produced in steel 
that are not available in lead. 
Another factor waterfowl hun- 
ters will have to adjust to is that 
steel shot, being 30 percent 
lighter, had 30 percent more pel- 
lets per ounce. The hunter must 
pattern his gun to determine 
which load is best for his gun. 
A major concern of many hun- 
rs is the effect of shooting steel
